The Prince Testifies in the 
Baccarat Case.

A Remarkable Display of Royal 
Nervousness and Ill Temper, 


The Defendants Have the Best of the 
Legal Ba:tle So Far. 


Gen. Williams Tells the Story of 
How Sir William Gordon Cum- 
ming Was Bulldozed 
by His Friends. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

ob Lonpon, June 2.—| By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| The second day of 
the baccarat trial began this morning 
with a repetition of the scenes of yes- 
terday. Long before 11 o’clock, the 
hour fixed for opening court, all the 
seats were filled. Many of those pres- 
ent brought lunches, so they would 
not be compelled to lose any part of the 
proceedings by going out toeat. The 
plaintiff, Sir William Gordon Cum- 
ming, resumed the witness stand. 

Pressed by Gross-examination ques- 
tions of Russell, the plaintiff said he 
took the present legal proeeedings be- 
cause the baccarat scandal had become 
a public matter of conversation and 
comment, and because it reached the 
clubs to which he balonged, the Turf 
Club and the Mariborough Cuiub, 
among others, andhad he not taken 
action iu the matier his clubs would 
certainly have done so, 

Sir Charles then read two letters 
from Gen. Williams. They were ad- 
dressed to ‘Dear Bill” and referred to 
the complaints made by plaintiff that 
the pledge of secrecy given when he 
signed the document agreeing never to 
play cards again had been broken. 

In reply to defendants’ counsel’s 
questions Sir William said he applied 
to Col. Stracer of the Scots Guards, io 
January iast, for permission to retire 
from the army on half pay. He added 
that Cul. Stracer replied that the fact 
that be, the plaint ff, had signed a doc- 


ument of the nature of the one already 
described could aot be overlooked. 


ming was then read und placed ip evi- 
dence. It Was addressed **‘My dear 
Bill,” and the contents were that there 


was nothing Jett to him- ‘{plaintiff) but 


to place himeelf unreservedly in the 
hands of his commanding officer, Col. 
Stracer,as he had done. The letter 
ulso eviiained” the following: “You 
are quite at liberty to teil Col. Stracer 
that you signed the document under 
extreme pressure and a promise of 
secrecy.”’ 

Witness here said: “‘I have never 
for a moment ceased to deny the accu- 
sation made against me.’’ Later on 
Sir William denied that he said to 
Berkeley Levett: ‘*Could you not say 
that you were mistaken?”’ 

‘A sensation was created at this point 
by Sir Charles Kussell, who, after bear- 
ing this last denial from the plaintiff. 
remarked gravely, fixing his eyes 
steadily upon the Baronet in the wit- 
uess box: “Col. Sir William Gordon 
Cumming, you will bave to be careful!”’ 
A low murmur of comment passed over 
the people in court as Sir Charles Rus- 
sell uttered these words. Plaintiff 
evidently noticed the effect they had, 
for almost immediately afterward his 
manner seemed to lose some of its 
jaunty carelessness and he acknowl- 
edged that he bad said “something of 
that sort’? to Berkeley Levett. ‘This 
caused another sensation, and it 
seemed to be admitted that counsel 
for defendants scored his first real 
decided advantage.

At this stage a juryman- caused a 
sensation by rising in his place and 
asking in aloud voice: ‘Are the jury 
to understand that you were banking 
on these two occasions and saw 
nothing of the alleged malpractices?” 

The Prince hesitated for a moment 
as if undecided as to whether he ought 
or ought not reply. Finally he said, 
with balf asmile: ‘It is very easy for 
bankers when dealing cards not to see 
anything, especially when in company 
with friends in country houses.

The juror asked: ‘**What was your 
opinion at the time the charges were 
made against plaintiff?”

The Prince’s answer caused another 
fluiter of excitement, followed by 
whispered comment.

On cross-examination by Sir Charles 
Russell he said that on the second 
night of the playing he heard the 
Prince of Wales tell plaintiff that he 
should keep his hands further back 
because he (the Prince) could not see 
the stakes. The General said that he 
and others who were present at Tanby- 
croft told plaintiff that the signing 
of the document agreeing never to play 
cards again was the only way out of 
the difficulty, and if he'did not do so 
he wouid bave to leave the bouse and 
would, in addition, be warned off every 
race course in England or elsewhere, 

This last piece of testimony caused a 
decided sensation. 

When Sir Charles Russell asked Gen. 
Williams why hecontinued to address 
the plaintiff as “Dear Bill’? in letters 
after the Baccarat scandal, witness ex- 
plained that plaintiff was suffering 
agony of mind and that he (the Gen- 
eral) did not wish to add to his old 
friend’s grief. 

At another part of the cross-exam- 
ination the General admitted that 
plaintiff bad reproached Lord Coventry 

and himseif for giving plaintiff what 
he termed *‘bad advice.”’ 


Sir Charles Russeli’s cross-examina- 
tion of Sir Willam Gordon Cumming 


was pronounced to be a very success- 


ful effort. What Sir Charles wanted 
was that plaintiff should admit that he 
remained quiet so long as he thought 
the facts in connection with the 
scandal would not get out, and that 
the fact that they did get out no 
loftier motive, led Sir Willia take 
the present proceedings. But between 
Sir Charlies and the plaintiff the 
struggle was long and stubbornly 
contested, Sir William parrying the 
lawyer’s thrusts skillfully, —. 

Finally alluding to the compact of 
secrecy, plaintiff said: ‘Yes, I jived in 
a fool’s paradise toratime. At last I 
had to act, because had i not done so 
the thing would have been taken up by 
my club, by my friends and my regi- 
ment.’ 

“That is what I wanted, remarked 
Sir Charles. 

Sir Charles cross-examined the 
Prince of Wales with seme show of 
airiness. The word “you” in Sir 
Charles’s cross-examination took the 
place of *“tyour Royal Highness’’ and 
“Sir’? which had plentiuily. inter- 
larded Sir Edward Ciarke’s questions. 
But though Gladstone’s Attorney-Gen- 
eral (Russell.) showed to a certain 
degree his Liberal sympathies, he was 
manifestly tender in bis. handling of 
the royal witness.

The Fruit Peddlers’ License. 
Los ANGELES, June 1.—[To the Editor 
of THe ‘limes.| If you willgrant me the 
space tor the insertion of this letter you will 
do me and my fellow-peddlers a favor that 
we will be thankful for. Atthe last meet- 


ing of the City Council there was presented 
by the fruit-storekeepers a petition asking 
that the license for peddling fruit be in- 
creased from $1 to $15 per month. Their 
object in asking for such an outrageous in- 
crease is pluin. The passage and erforce- 
ment of such a law’ would make peddling 
unprofitabie. The fruit-stores would then 
have things om own way. Prices would 
be raised to the pubiic and lowered to the 
growers. 1 sincerely hope that the Council 
will not assist them in their selfish designs. 
The proposed change is actually prohibi- 
tive. It would work a great bardship _—_ 
a class of our citizens. Surely the peddling 
of fruit is not such an evil thatit is neces- 
sery to tax it out of existence. The ped- 
diers reach ibe people in the outlying dis- 
tricts, who would otherwise be without 
fruit were it not brought to their doors. A 
decrease in the local consumption of fr 
will follow, and the growers wiil suffer 
thereby. 

Our national and State constitutions ex- 
pressiy.forbid class legislation. The pro- 
posed law gives the fruit-store-keepers a 
decided advaatage over the peddiers, It 
would be far more honorable for these men 
tocommence with the Chinese, and let 
American citizens alone, The fruit men in- 
duced a former Council to pass a law pro- 
hibiting the peddling of,fruit in the district 
bounded by tbe Plaz., Los Angeles, Fourth, 
and Hill streets. This is protection 
enough. Why the peddling of other wares 
was'not included seems strange. The 
fruit men evidently havg a horror of compe-

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EMIGRATION FROM THE UNITED 
STATES, 


There is plenty of immigration to 
this country, but it is not often that 


‘we hear of people emigrating from the 


United States to better their condition.. 
Yet, according to a dispach from Win- 
nipeg to the St. Louis Globe-Demo- 
crat, this is what was witnessed up 
there one day last week. Here is a 
description of the remarkable spec- 


tacle,as given by the correspondent 
referred to: 


On the north-bound train from Dakota there 
were seven carivads’ of settiers’ effects and 
the seven families to which they belonged. 
It was previously made known in Gretna 
that these settlers and effects were kept in 
Neche, just across the line, “nearly: she 
whole day, and that while there their jubi- 
lance at leaving Dakota was 80 great that 
the American authorities gut on their dig- 
ity, sat on the settlers and tore 
down the banners, mottoes and 
bunting with which they bedecked their 
cars while waiting. ‘The train, however, aé 
last moved out from Neche and in a few 
Winules, after running through groves of 
large trees, stopped at another station, 
where there was quite a crowd of people. 
An elderly man, bearing every sign of hard 
and disappointed toil, alighted and asked 
the first person he met, “What place is 
this?” and on receipt of the answer, “Can- 
ada,” straightened up, looked giad, jumped 
with joy, shouted “‘liurrah for the Queen,” 
and gave three cheers and a tiger for her, 
which was taken up by his just-as-demon- 
Strative companions. ‘They shook hands 
with the crowd of Gretnaites, stumbled up 
against a mounted policeman, guzed at him 
a few seconds, took off their hats and 
cheered for *Freedom,’? “Canada,” “the 
Queen,” “the Red Coats,” and Southern 
Manitoba, until they fairiy wept with feel- 
ings of gladness. They did not, however, 
stop at sueh demonstrations as these. Ina 
very short time they had their cars bedecked 
out with Dunting, banners, Union Jacks, 
mottoes, ete., they bad saved from the 
destruction of their decorations by the 
authorities at Neche. Streamers, with the 
following among them, were conspicuous: 
“Good-bye Dakota,” More Oxailine 
Fuel,” More Five-mile Water H.u!,” 
More Grinding Machine Agents,” “No 
More Bankers’ Associations,” “No More 6 
Per Cent. Per Month,” “Free Land, Pleuty 
of Timber, Pure Water, Good Crops, Inter- 
est 8 Per Cent, Per Annutn,” “Hurrah for 
Southern Manitoba,” ‘Bound for the Land 
of Freedom.” Most of these settlers were 
American born, and the rest were Canadian 
bor, who bad left the eastern provinces 
for Dakota some years ago, They teil tales 
of feariul hardships and suffering, poor 
crops, starvation, grinding and heartless 
money-lenders, etc., and say they will be 
followed by forty uther families from the 
neighboorhood of Aberdeen, 8. D., durittg 
the week. 


Dakota is a hard enough country to 
live in, from all accounts, and if the 
hardships referred to were added to 
those of climate it is no wonder that 
people want to leave, although we do 
not admire their taste in going into 
British territory. That is, however; 


ited means will permit them to reach, 


just-as bad in neighboring States as in 
Dakota. 

It is well for residents of Southern 
California to look upon such a picture 
a8 this, once in a while, in order that 
they may more fully appreciate the 
manifold blessings which they enjoy in 
this, the choicest section of God’s 
footstool. 


BERDOO:.’S BUILDINGS, 


J. N. Victor has issued a strong ap- 
peal to the electors of San Bernardino 
county on the subject of the proposed 
new county buildings. He shows that 
for years past the grand juries, super-- 
visors of the county, and all other 
men conversant with their public 
buildings have agreed that their county 
jail is unfitin every particular for use 
as a jail, and renders the courthouse 
unpleasant and uphealthful. In the 
opinion of the boarda new jail must be 
built without delay, and the o!d court- 
house renovated and repaired, together 
with additions thereto. To provide 
for these improvements is now the 
question. Mr. Victor says: 


Looking at the present and future wants 
of the county, and actirg for the whole of 
the county, without prejudice agafust any 
part of it, the board believed the interests 
of the county would be best subserved by 
issuing $350,000 in bonds, and erecting at 
onee a courthouse and jail sufficient for the 
present needs, and for many vears to come. 
in discussing these improvements the 
board was upvanimous in the opinion that if 
built atali, they should be in keeping with 
the advanced improvements now being 
‘made in all directions around us, something 
not only to satisfy our present and future 
needs, but also to anticipate the surround- 
ing improvements of twenty years hence. 


San Bernardino county—almost the 
largest county in the United States, 
and the leading citrus county of Cali- 
fornia—certainly seems to be far 
enough advanced to need respectable 
county buildings, especialiy as it will,

MAN-UF-WAR’s MEN, - 


Why It Is so Difficult to En- 
list Them in America, 


NO BETTER THAN A DOO'S LIFE 


Favoritism and In Treatment the 
Principal Causes—No Chance 
for Promotion—A Saillor’s 
Complaint—New Law. 


“How is it that men show such a dis- 
like tothe naval service? There are 
lots of seamen in San Francisco at the 
present time, yet, for some reason or 
other, men can’t be got to man the 
ship now at Mare Isiand.” This was 
the inquiry made yesterday of an ex- 
naval officer by a Call reporter. 

was the reply, ‘there are a 
number of reasons why Uncle Sam 
can’t get men. One reason is that 
when a sailor goes on board a man-of- 
war he is never sure of getting ashore 
again until his time expires, as it is 
entirely optional with the commander 
whether he gives his men liberty or 
not. Some men are very fortunate in 
this respect and may have the privilege 
accorded almost every day, while 
others Can never gain the required per- 
mission. 

*‘Another reason is that on most of 
the vessels the men are greatly over- 
cuarged for nearly everything they get 
from the paymaster, such «s clothing, 
tobacco, etc., and the prolits thus made 
go into the pockets of the paymaster. 
Then, again, many ofthe otlicers are 
very overbearing mm their treatment of 
those under them, forgetting that the 
men in biue shirts are often just as 
smart as some of those who wear gilt 
buttons. 

have heard young officers talk to 
men more like as if they were dogs 
than men, and knowing what. do of 
the service lam never surprised when 
Lheanofa ship losing many of her 
crew by desertion. Of course, all the 
ollicers are not alike in regard to their 
treatment of the men, but there are 
sure to be enough on board every ship 
to make the men discontented, 

“Few of those who join the service 
ever enlist for a second cruise. One 
dose is generally. enough. The few 
who do enlist a second time are in- 
variably foreigners. 

“Then a mun who chooses the naval 
service for a life profession has a very 
poor prospect before tiim. He may 
wet to be a first-class peity officer, but 
no matter how smart and how much 
he may study and improve himself, he 
can never hope to obtain a commission. 
Looking at it from a business stand- 
point, 99 per cent. of Americans Can 
do far better in any other following 
ashore, and they would be foolish to 
enter a service’in which they could 
never be anything better than an en- 
listed man. 

*‘Again, most of the petty officers on 
board the ships now in commission are 
Germans and Scandinaviaus, no mat- 
ter how many Americans there may 


the men chosen to fill the positions of 
petty officers are the best seamen, for 
it-is well known that the American 
seaman is the equal of any in the 
“since the civil war our navy “has 
been chiefly manned by foreigners. 
Not more than 20 per cent. of the 
crews since that time have been Amer- 
ican citizens, the law re- 
quires the navy to be mianned only by 
citizens the source of supply has been 
shut off.

Recent statistics, according to Brad- 
street’s Commercial Directory, show 
that in all lines of industrial life, more 
than four-fifths, or over 82 per 
cent of all who tailed in business in 
the United States last year were 
brought to that condition primarily be-. 
cause of lack of equipment, either nat- 
ural or acquired, mental or financial, 
or through lack of special education in 
their respective lines of trade. 

Itis clear and plainly evident that 
poor and superficial preparation for 
business life is the one great weakness 
of our present industrial training—the 
broadest of all avenues leading to fail- 
ure. Itis this lack of proper equip- 
ment which causes certain advertisers 
to fail, while others gradually work 
their way to eminent success and great 
wealth.

Its Closing Session Mainly Devoted 
| to Hearing Reports. 


The Action Regarding Progressive 
Euchre Modified. 


United Presbyterians Approve of 
Wanamaker’s -Course as to Sun- 
day Mall Service — Those 
Suspended Ministers.

Detroit, June 2.—!By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] At the morning 
session of the Presbyterian Gen- 
eral Assembly a telegram of greet- 
ing was received from the United 
Presbyterian Assembly and delegates 
were appointed to the Brazil Assem- 
bly. The chairman of the Committee 
on Worldly Amusements explained the 
meanings of its recommendation of 
judicious discipline, which it was yes-.

The Committee 
on Systematic Benevolence reported 
the total of benevolent contributions 
for the year $2,654,000. Rechbmmen- 
dations to contribute regularly and on 
system to all boards were adopted. 

The Committee on Increase of the 

Ministry recommended great care in 
the reception of ministers from other 
denominations and advised that a rule 
tor this end be sent to the presbyterfes 
for their approval. This'recommenda- 
tion had been referred to the Commit- 
tee on Church Policy and tbe provi- 
sious were embodied in a recommenda- 
tion which passed to bs sent down for 
approval by the presbyteries. Semina- 
ries. were advised to provide special 
courses for men who have not had col- 
lege training. Measures for training 
and licensing annual lay workers were 
recommended to the presbyteries for 
their uction.- This recommendation 
was also put over to the next assembly. 
One hundred dollars was adopted as 
the maximum rate to be given students 
for the ministry, Churches were 
urged to equip and patronize denom- 
inational colleges, and measures were 
advised to get more college students to 
study tor the ministry. 
The reports were adopted as a whole. 
A form of blanks for collecting in- 
formation from the presbyteries from 
which *‘narratives’”’ can be compiled 
was adopted.
